In the letter approving Idaho’s American Rescue Plan Elementary and Secondary School
Emergency Relief (ARP ESSER) State plan, dated September 13, 2021, the U.S. Department of
Education (Department) placed conditions on Idaho’s ARP ESSER grant.

On October 29, 2021, Idaho submitted an updated ARP ESSER State plan addressing the
conditions by describing additional consultation with stakeholders representing children in foster
care and children who are incarcerated and submitting additional information on its
implementation of evidence-based interventions. As a result, | am removing the conditions from
Idaho’s ARP ESSER grant.
